Therefore, to determine accurately the adequacy 
of the total allotment we would need to know the amount of procurement 
that will be needed in support of other Agency components Rone the 
less the figures do show that there may be funds to allow planning for 
mor^than the absolute minimum procurements . Considering the over WgM 
gJUlH^eduction that we have had to take in our FY-I 96 I budget, we 
should be sure that we are prepared to take advantage of all available 
FY-I 960 funds. 
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
